INFECTIOUS CORYZA 

I should like to reply to the lady from 
Georgia in reference to Infectious Coryza 
in her cats (CATS, Jan. °50). Infectious 
coryza is a very contagious disease which 
involves the respiratory tract of cats. It 
is caused by a virus. The disease may 
be endemic in catteries due to the exis- 
tence of a reservoir of infection in an 
infected sinus of the head. By using the 
antibotic drugs mentioned, her Veterin- 
arian used the latest weapons available. 
These antibotics together with vitamins 
and good nursing provides the cure. Per- 
haps the use of one of the new antihista- 
mines which can be prescribed by her 
Veterinarian will add to the comfort of 
those that are sneezing constantly. These 
drugs must be used with caution in the 
act. We have no known vaccine or serum 
for infectious coryza. Strict isolation of 
sick animals must be practical and en- 
forced. The so called distemper serum 
and vaccine is valueless in the disease. I 
would like a word about distemper vac- 
cine which is the term used by the manu- 
facturers of feline antiserum and vaccine 
and which is a misleading misnomer. To 
be more specific we should use the term 
infectious Panleukopenia vaccine. In our 
hands the injection of two doses of vac- 
cine, 7 to 10 days apart has been giving 
excellent results where there has been 
no previous exposure. In cats that are 
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making the show circuit, we repeat one 
dose of vaccine in a year.

You may, if you have an eligible cat, 
own the Greatest Cat in the World, but 
you may be disappointed if it failed to 
capture an Award.

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New York State Weekly Newspaper Has Cat Columnist 


Mr. Tag, a 13 year old part Persian 
cat owned by A. Karl Arthur, editor and 
publisher of the Journal and Republican, 
Lowville, N. Y. is as far as we know, 
the only full-time cat columnist in the 
country. He writes a column which ap- 
pears on the front page of this Northern 
N. Y. weekly, called “Cat Tales”. Al- 
though Mr. Tag made his debut as a 
journalist only a year ago May, he is 
today the most popular writer on the 
paper, and has already gained national 
recognition. 


In January of this year, the American 
Press Magazine, a national publication 
for weekly newspaper editors, featured 
Mr. Tag in an article on the Journal. 
A couple of months ago the Lewis 
County Humane Society of Lewis County 
made him an Honorary member, for his 
work in restoring lost cats to their homes 
through free advertising in “Cat Tales”. 
The Society also cited his efforts in 
making the community cat-conscious. 


Robert L. Johnson, an editor of the 
Saturday Evening Post wrote to Mr. 
Tag, “If I had a cat I would turn my 
desk over to him, except that, as it hap- 
pens, I like it here myself.” 


How did it happen that a mere cat 
should embark on such an_ unusual 
career? The idea really grew out of his 
personality. When Phyllis-marie Arthur, 
daughter of the publisher, returned last 
year from California, she remarked that 
Mr. Tag was the only leisure member 
of the family, running it with an aris- 
tocratic evasion of any real responsibility. 
She thought it would do him good to 
earn his liver, and volunteered to help 
him write the column. 


His first regard, of course, is for the 
cats of the community. Any lost or home- 
less cats are brought to his attention, 
and found homes. Last year he was 
poisoned, and required the attentions of 
a veterinarian. Two other cats in the 
neighborhood died of poisoning. His edi- 
torial comment was: “The Case of the 
Poisoned Cats: Three cherished pet cats 
have died of poisoning in Lowville in 
recent months. It seems that some people 
are carelessly allowing poisoned rats and 
birds to lie around within reach of 
neighborhood cats. If you must use pois- 
on in the village limits, please be con- 
siderate enough to quickly dispose of 
dead rodents and birds. A pet cat is a 
treasured possession and deserves better 
protection”’. 


Because of his own advanced age, Mr. 
Tag inaugurated a search for other old 
County cats. He found Sandy, 15, owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Dean Higby, of Greig; 
Randa Blake, 20, of Lowville, who wished 
to remain anonymous; Tom, aged 20, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Louis Ford, of 
Lowville; and Skipper, aged 14, owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Garrett, Lowville.

Bird life, a campaign on rabies, and a 
story about cows being left out in zero 
weather have also appeared in the col- 
umn, along with correspondence from 
readers. Mr. Tag is also community con- 
scious. The Mayor has asked him to help 
out in a leaf-burning campaign, and at 
present he is trying to arouse interest 
in a community recreation hall. 


He is quite a recluse in his personal 
life, although one memorable evening 
he joined the ladies of the Civic Club, 
sitting in the center of the circle to the 
utter amazement of those who know him 
well. Visitors seldom see him, and almost 
never pet him. Mr. Tag has definite 
habits. He sleeps on a chair in the break- 
fast room until his breakfast of liver or 
cat food and milk is ready. Then he 
repairs to an upstairs bedroom or to his 
“study” in the attic. When the family 
returns from the office he comes down 
for dinner, and usually remains in the 
living room for a conference on _ the 
column during the evening. In winter, 
he steps out on the side porch for the 
merest nip of air. During the summer, 
he sometimes helps with the gardening,

but rarely visits the neighbors. He has 
been in excellent health this past year 
with the exception of the poisoning epi- 
sode which left him frail for several 
months. 


Mr. Tag’s mother, Sannie, was part 
Persian. Unfortunately his father is un- 
known. He was born in the Arthur house 
13 years ago last November. Sannie was 
a bit too prolific with kittens, and was 
given to a farmer who promised her a 
good home with plenty of room to ex- 
pand! In his younger years, Mr. Tag was 
more friendly, in fact he tagged Mrs. 
Arthur everywhere, which led to his 
name. Phyllis-marie added the “Mr.” for 
dignity, when he became a member of 
the Journal staff. 


His recipe for longevity is plenty of 
sleep, good food and not too much 
variety ,and an outside interest, such as 
“Cat Tales”.

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11 OF PREVENTION

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The breeder who loses valuable cats 
and kittens by disease or accidents THAT 
COULD BE PREVENTED, loses not 
only a nice profit, but a stepping stone 
to that superlative specimen every fan- 
cier dreams about. Possibly the lost 
kitten is THE specimen, in which case 
all the hard work has to be done over 
again. We all know the deep sense of 
loss and despair that comes when a 
youngster or adult of exceptional promise 
passes on, and especially if that animal 
is the only offspring of a_ particular 
bloodline combination impossible to re- 
place. Natural losses are an accepted 
part of breeding, and if one has done 
all he possibly could for his stock he 
has no reason to lash himself when they 
pass on. But preventable loss by disease 
or accident is another matter. Is there a 
breeder living who has not once in fer 
life exclaimed, “If I could only do it 
over again!” 

Danger to cats is greater today than 
it has ever been. The cat population has 
increased by leaps and bounds. Cat reg- 
istrations of the past few years have 
broken all previous records. Cat shows 
are larger and more numerous than ever. 
This means that the cat breeder must be 
more vigilant in order to spot outbreaks 
of disease and counter attack immedi- 
ately. Cats that are in and out of shows 
from September through March are apt 
to be tired and run down by the end of 
the season and so more prone to disease. 
If one knows his cats are to be shown 
repeatedly during the season he should 
make an extra effort to keep those cats 
in the pink of health so they will be able 
to stand up under the strain. All cats 
that are to be shown should be inoculated 
and in many instances a booster shot is 
advisable. 

With the cat population what it is 
today, we can be doubly thankful for 
the weapons to fight disease which have 
been placed in the hands of the veter- 
inarians by the research men and women. 
New and improved methods to fight di- 
sease are constantly making headlines 
vaccines, medicines and disinfectants. It 
is to our own credit if we recognize the 
value of these preparations and bring 
them into play to cure, if we have been 
unable to prevent. Our responsibility to 
others, too, demands that we do our 
part in keeping down preventable di- 
sease or parasites. i 

For proper maintenance of health there 
are a few things one should observe. 
Here are a few tips. 

1. Prevent infection whenever and 
wherever possible. There are many types 
of carriers—visitors to the cattery, new 
purchases, or roving animals. An essential 
precaution is requiring a clean bill of 
health from new additions to the cattery, 
or a temporary quarantine of new stock. 


2. Approved sanitary practices should 


be followed. Clean animals in clean sur- 
roundings are happier and healthier and 
stand a better chance of avoiding or re- 
sisting an outbreak ofdisease or parasites. 

3. Check up on animals that look sick 
or are abnormal in any way. When in- 
fection is suspected, segregate the vic- 
tims and take extra precautions to pre- 
vent the well cats from becoming in- 
fected. 

4. Consult a veterinarian. Don’t wait 
until the cat or cats are half dead. ‘An 
early ocnsultation will very likely mean 
the difference between a live and dead 
cat. Too often animals are home treated 
with one concoction after another and 
then, when the animal’s life is at low 
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ebb, is taken to the veterinarian for a 
miracle treatment. 

5. Check equipment and hazards that 
invite accident. For every accident, there 
is a cause and usually the cause can be 
removed or the risk reduced. 

Losses that could be prevented by sani- 
tation,.good management or proper and 
prompt treatment are a tragic loss to the 
breeder, and often the Fancy itself. Losses 
cut to the minimum is the reward for 
eternal vigilance and I do not think that 
too high a price. Those who have at- 
tempted the puzzling task of fitting to-, 
gether, by a circuitous route, a_ lost} 
bloodline combination, will not think 
so, either. :

WUN BOK CHU

The little fellow you see on the cover 
of CATS MAGAZINE is a Siamese male 
kitten, 6 weeks old. His name is Newton's 
Wun Bok Chu and the “tonic” he is 
taking so eagerly is Amino-Concemin. 

Chu was one of a litter of 4 and from 
the first he showed no interest in nurs- 
ing. When held up to the breast he 
would refuse to eat, just crawl away and 
go to sleep. I soon realized that the job 
of feeding him would be up to me. He 
was first put on a heating-pad as he had 
become chilled. In using a pad I cover 
it with a piece of rubber and then a 
blanket. Turned on low heat it is just 
right for a kitten. He stayed on this 
electric pad for a few days, going in 
with the mother at night. After a week 
he stayed with the family all the time. 
Not until he was 8 weeks old did he 
make any effort to nurse or show any 
interest in the natural source of food 
supply. At this age he suddenly began 
to nurse and really tried to make up for 
lost time. 

At first I fed him with a medicine 
dropper, after a few days changing to a 
Brecht Feeder. I have found this feeder 
to be much more efficient than a dropper 
or a doll’s nursing bottle. It is used with 
premature babies as it requires no effort 
on the part of the baby. In shape it is a

tube, about 6 inches long; has a large 
solid nipple on one end and on the other 
a n:uch smaller nipple, in which is a tiny 
hole. This is not too large for a week old 
kitten’s mouth. Slight pressure on the 
large nipple forces a small spray of the 
formula into the kitten’s mouth and after 
some practice the kitten will start suck- 
ing. The mother’s milk would be around 
101 degrees if the kitten were nursing, 
so it is important to keep the formula 
hot. This is easy to do as the tube can 
be kept in a dish of very hot water. The 
temperature of the food can be tested 
on the wrist before feeding. 

I have brought up several kittens with 
this type of feeder, giving the formula 
every 3 hours during the day. The last 
feeding is made as late at night as possi- 
ble and J do NOT feed them during the 
night. With the natural source of supply 
hardy. I feel that if the kitten is really 
starved, it will nurse. Of course if there 
is no mother the k‘tten would need to be 
kept on a pad, or with a hot water 
bottle all of the time, and fed at least 
once during the night and as early in the 
A.M. as possible. 

In the case of this particular kitten, 
even though he had a formula of milk, 
Starlac, dextro-maltose, lime water, Star- 
lac and Calcium, supplemented with Cod 
Liver Oil and Vitamins, he d'd not grow 
or gain in weight as he should. At one 
week he weighed 4 ounces: 2 weeks 7 
ounces and at 4 and 5 weeks, still 7 
ources. Realizing that he needed some- 
thing which I was not giving him, he 
was started on Amino Acids. The form I 
used was Merrell’s Amino Concemin. 
This product has 45% of Amino Acids, 
Peptonized Iron and Liver. At first I 
put it in the formula, then feed it di- 
rectly from a medicine dropper, giving 
one half dropper full, just before a feed- 
ing, once daily. Chu liked it so much 
that I started giving it to the other kit- 
tens. They had only to smell it to start 
yelling for their “tonic’’. 

At 6 weeks he weighed 8 ounces but 
his nursing sister weighed 16! From this 
age on ke started gaining regularly and 
at 8 weeks weighed 12 ounces. At this 
time he is 5 months old, weight is nearly 
norn:al and his teeth are being cut just 
as they should. 

I still do not know why he would not 
nurse for 8 weeks. There are no physical 
defects. 

Wun Bok Chu is a precocious little 
boy, having had so much attention from 
tne first days of his life. At 6 weeks of 
age he went to a meeting of the Boston 
Cat Club and demonstrated how he took 
his “tonic”, just as you see him doing 
it in the picture. He was also on a Tele- 
vision program the week of the Boston 
Show. The M.C. remarked before the 
program started that “he did not care 
much for cats, they were so stupid.” I 
am sure that Chu resented that remark 
for he started showing off.

HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 15 — THE SILVER DIVISION (4)

As previously pointed out, the Silver 
Society was organized in Toronto, Cana- 
da in September 3, 1908. It held mem- 
bership in both the C.F.A. and the A.C.A. 
until 1919, when it resigned from the 


former association and soon after affili- 
ated with the C.F.F. 
The Silver Society held the first 


specialty show in America in New York 
City, December 16, 1912, staging the 
event as a double show with C.F.A. and 
A.C.A. rules in effect (See Cats, Feb. 
50. pp. 9 and 14). 

Fifty-six cats competed in the event, 


representing a two-point show under 
C.F.A. rules, and a four-point event 
under A.C.A. rules. Best Cat in the 
C.F.A. judging under Mrs. L. A. Besse 


was Champion Malika, Chinchilla female, 
owned by Mrs. J. C. Mitchelson. Made- 
moiselle Genee, a Shaded Silver female 
owned by Mrs. C. Mann, was Best Cat 
in the A.C.A. event, judged by Miss J. 
R. Kroeh. Each Best Cat won in the 
Open Class in both shows. 

In 1934 the American Silver Fanciers 
was organized and affiliated immediately 
with the C.F.A. The group elected Mrs. 
Marion Hobbs of Cochituate, Mass., as 


president, Mr. H. B. Zieses of Detroit, 


vice-president; and Mrs. Orville H. Ste- 
wart, former member of the C.F.A. 
board, secretary-treasurer, with Mrs. C.

of grown female cats and as soon as 
breeding is accomplished the waiting 
period for the new kittens is almost cer- 
tainly 63 days. 

In order to insure a good sturdy litter 
of kittens the mother cat needs a good 
nourishing diet during her pregnancy, 
including added vitamins and plenty of 
calcium. If your cat can drink milk in 
some form she should have it at that 
time. Some breeds of cats do not tolerate 
milk well and other types of calcium 
have to be fed. Edible bone meal added 
to the meat each day furnishes needed 
calcium. 

Some cats are sturdy enough to go 
through a pregnancy with no difficulty 
but a cat used to household care is far 
more delicate and often needs some help 
when the kittening time arrives. It seems 
to be a feline characteristic to demand 
a dark recess of some kind to use as a 
maternity ward. If this is not furnished 
the cat will search for such a place and 
we have known queens to get into clothes 
closets and in chests of drawers to have 
their kittens. 

The best method is to choose a 
LARGE paste-board carton which al- 
lows plenty of room for the cat to stretch 
out full length and to move about with 
ease over her new brood witrout step- 
ping on them. Put a layer of newspapers 
in the bottom of the box and a clean 
soft cloth. After all kittens are born, 
the papers can be removed and clean 
cloth substituted and the box is clean 
and “home” to cat and kittens. Over 
the top of the box, place a small blanket 
or heavy cloth so that most of the light 
is kept from the interior. Once the 
mother cat finds this spot to her liking 
she will be content. 

The labor period need not be dreaded 
by the cat owner if the mother cat is at 
least one year old when she has her 
kittens and if she is in good physical 
condition. The first kitten should come 
within one hour after labor starts. The 
rest of the kittens will come soon after- 
ward or there may be quite a period of 
waiting between kitten arrivals. 

Once labor is over the mother settles 
down to nurse the babies and lies quiet- 
ly, contentedly. If, on the other hand, 
she still has more unborn kittens she will 
remain sitting on her haunches, become 
restless at times and start straining when 
the babies come close to the birth canal. 

The cat owner can be of much help 
to the mother cat at kittening time by 
showing an interest and petting and 
praising the mother in her birth efforts. 
Assistance can be given, if necessary, to

the birth of the kittens, by breaking the 
membrane which often covers the mouth 
of the newborn and allowing the baby 
to take its first breaths without a struggle. 
This often saves a kitten’s life. Some 
mother cats, especially with a first litter 
are completely puzzled by this experi- 
ence. All they can think of once the 
babies are born is to clean themselves, 
and in doing so they forget all about 
the little ones. 

The cat owner then must warm and 
dry the babies, rubbing briskly with a 
small turkish towel and encourage each 
to grasp the nipple of the mother’s breast 
and start nursing. Once nursing starts 
and the mother gets the idea of caring 
for the babies, the process soon rights 
itself. 

We have occasionally found it neces- 
sary, when the mother has too large a 
family or when she refuses to nurse the 
babies, to call for a ‘“‘wet-nurse”. This 
usually can be accomplished by searching 
through the neighborhood for an un- 
wanted family of new kittens or by con- 
tacting the Humane Society. Occasion- 
ally a mother can be found that has only 
one kitten one or two days old and she 
has plenty of milk. She can often be 
‘trained” into taking on this new group

of extra kittens by anointing each kitten, 
including her own with a thin coating 
of butter. She will wash off the butter 
from all of them. Not knowing which 
is her own kitten—all of them smelling 
the same—she cares for her entire new 
family. 

One of the things we learned years ago 
about the care of new kittens immedi- 
ately following birth, is the prevention 
of infection of the umbilical cord. This 
tissue seems to be easily infected and 
has been the proven cause of death in 
several litters during our own experience. 
We have never seen death from this 
cause since applying the preventive treat- 
ment. Right after birth, the cord is 
treated both at the end and near the 
abdominal attachment with either Tinc- 
ture of Metaphen or Tincture of Iodine. 
This prevents infection of the cord very 
nicely and is well worth the time and 
effort.

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NATIONAL CAT WEEK PULICITY 
AIDING CAT INTEREST IN AMERICA 
DELEGATES TOLD AT CFA MEETING 


Association Registers Nearly 24,000 Cats Since 1941 


Recognition of cats afforded by Nation- 
al Cat Week, is one of the major factors 
advanced in the continued growth of 
interest in cats, according to the annual 
report of > "James E. O’Bryon, secre- 
tary of the Cat Fanciers’ Association, at 
the annual meeting in New York, Feb- 
ruary 23. 

In addition to cat week, more exhibi- 
tions and the growth of clubs were re- 
vealed as other stimulants. 

“There has been a growing inter- 
est in Cats throughout the United 
States since the conclusion of the 
war’, Mrs. O’Bryon states. “Cats 
have been given wide publicity for 
their heroic deeds, the use of cats 
and kittens in general advertising 
never having been as great as during 
the past year. These factors together 
with that of the extensive importa- 
tion of cats by Army personnel have 
contributed toward stimulating inter- 
est in cats and cat shows. Then too, 
people anxious to get back to nor- 
malcy after trying years, have turned 
to cats as a hobby, while others in 
need of augmenting their incomes 
because of present day economic 
conditions, have become interested in 
breeding.” 

Fifty-nine shows were licensed by the 
C.F.A. during 1949-50 season. Thirty of 
these were all-breed, twenty-nine were 
specialties of which fifteen were solid 
color, eleven Siamese, two silver, and one 
tabby and tortie. This does not include 
events held in March of this year. The 
figure'show an increase of eighteen ex- 
hibitions held during the corresponding 
period of a year ago. 

It was also announced that the C.F.A. 
Challenge awards for the 1949-50 sea- 
son went to Mr. Anthony De Santis, Oak- 

List No. 502, a catalog of cat books 
has just been published by the Coronei 
Book Shop. Look up their advertising in 
this issue and se end for a copy. 

A farmer cat owner re lated that during 
recent years most of the kittens born on 
his farm died before they were three 
months of age. The symptoms described 
included a mucopurulent nasal discharge, 
difficult breathing, coughing, vomiting 
and diarrhea. The tentative diagnosis, 
panleukopenia (feline distemper). He 
was advised to seek professional assistance 
so that specific antiserum might be ad- 
ministered in the early stages of the con- 
dition. Also, if the kittens were free from 
evidences of the ailment shortly after 
weaning prophylactic vaccination with 
feline distemper vaccine might provide 
adequate protection on exposure. Disin- 
fection of the usual quarters of the cats 
by burning all litter and old bedding, 
and disinfection of woodwork and uten- 
sils with a hot disinfectant (not phenol 
which has a very low rating in its effect 
on viral conditions) was also recom- 


mended. : :

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Lady Aberconway Presents A Classic 
GREAT NEW BOOK IS A CAT LOVER'S BIBLE 


A Dictionary of Cat Lovers. Com- 
piled by Christabel Aberconway. 
Published by Michael Joseph, Ltd., 
London. 1949. U. S. Distributor, 
Doris Bryant, New York, N. Y. 


Rumors about a dictionary of cat 
lovers have floated across the Atlantic 
from time to time. But it was not until 
the book came to hand that we realized 
it is literally unique and a “must.” 

It was compiled as a labor of love by 
Lady Christabel Aberconway and is pub- 
lished, as one would expect, by Michael 
Joseph, author of “Charles” and “Cats’ 
Company”. 

Two hundred and twenty-five names 
and fifty-nine illustrations comprise the 
body of the book, besides three appen- 
dixes devoted to legends and superstitions 
about cats and notes on cats in Egypt. 

The brief but vivid biographies of the 
owners which precede the actual quota- 
tions and, above all, the meticulous care 
with which dates are given and the cats’ 
names included make this an especially 
valuable reference book. 

Lady Aberconway has wisely decided 
to include no living persons. Her material 
ranges from ancient Egypt and China 
to the present day. From comments on 
Egyptian paintings some fifteen hundred 
years before Christ to letters by Theodore 
Roosevelt. From Lady Ch’ung Kuo of 
12th Century China and Chu Hovw- 
Tsung, the eleventh emperor of the Ming 
Dynasty to H. G. Wells and Richard 
Pearson Hobson; the latter, by the way, 
a peculiarly appealing account. 

The illustrations range from tracings 
of Egyptian carvings never before pub- 
lished to a photograph of Mike, who 
assisted at the main gate of the British 
Museum for twenty years. From a draw- 
ing of a cat from the original manu- 
script of a Latin transcript of the Dime- 
tian Code (early 13th century) to six 
drawings by Sir William Nicholson of 
Winston Churchill’s cat. 

Some items are very brief paragraphs. 
Others are several pages long, such as 


Open the Door, Richard, 
Fido is Coming Thru

The end papers are from the portrait 
of Sir Henry Wyat, showing him in his 
prison cell with the cat who saved his 
life by bringing him pigeons which his 
jailer, with considerable trepidation, 
cooked for him. 


All in all, the Dictionary is a remark- 
able and important contribution to our 
literature about cats. This, despite a

somewhat over-balanced reliance on 
French sources. In a second edition, 
which will undoubtedly be called for, 
Lady Aberconway will probably have 
unearthed enough new English material 
to replace these in part.

MIRACLE STEPPED OUT OF KILN 
INTO A FLOOD OF HEADLINES 


On March 5, Miracle, a_shorthair 
tabby and white, emerged from a brick 
kiln in Minerva, Ohio. The cat was said 
to have been imprisoned in the furnace 
for 36 hours, where the temperature has 
reached 900 degrees, according to the 
plant superintendent, Joe Bucola. 

When Miracle staggered out, her fur 
was singed, and her paws were badly 
burned. 

The story appeared in newspapers and 
on the radio across the country. It was 
then that the cat was christened Miracle 
She was sent to a veterinarian hospital 
and carefully treated for her burns. 

Dr. William Orr, Minerva veterinarian, 
stated that the event was uncanny, but

Leo Feldforth of Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia, has an 18-year old tomcat named 
Snooky.

true. Miracle had lived through the in- 
tense heat. Walter R. Krill, dean of Ohio 
State University’s School of Veterinary 
Science scoffed at the story, saying it was 
impossible. ““No cat could even stand 400 
degrees for that period and come out 
alive,” he pointed out. 

The story remained to be proven. A 
test was made to determine if Miracle, 
the miracle cat of Minerva did spend 36 
hours in a brick kiln with the tempera- 
ture reaching 900 degrees. Only Miracle 
wasn’t used in the experiment conducted 
on March 15. 

The 3,000 residents of the Northeaster 
Ohio community chose sides in the con- 
troversy. Mrs. Tila Carman, a newspaper 
correspondent, and Bucola conducted the 
test, sans Miracle, who remained in the 
veterinarian’s hospital. 


They wrapped a sirloin steak in a 
second-hand sealskin hat to represent 
Miracle and deposited the ‘“prefabri- 


cated” cat in the kiln. The temperature 
was raised to 900 degrees. Thirty-six 
hours later, on St. Patrick’s Day, the kiln 
was reopened. One end of the package- 
steak and fur—was burned to a crisp, but 
most of the package was in good condi- 
tion. 

The story is completed as is the test. 
Nothing was solved. 

Miracle, the unknown and unnamed 
Miracle Cat of Minerva, is now nation- 
ally famous. She is also the mascot of the 
brick plant. Her burns are now heeled. 
She did accumulate a record crop of get 
well cards and catnip which will last 
her for a long long time. 


She is Minerva’s outstanding person- 
ality today bringing the hamlet its great- 
est avalanche of publicity.

SIAMESE STANDARD 
INTERPRETATIONS 


By Jasperine E. Hedrick 


Reading words into the text of the 
Siamese Standard that do not actually 
exist, appears to be the cause of the 
difference in Siamese judging. 

Where and in what standards do the 
words, “small” and “wedge” appear? 

The phrase, ““Medium in size” is con- 
tained in all Standards, and is taken 
from the Latin. ‘“medius”’, meaning 
“middle.” 

The word “dainty” appears in the Cat 
Fanciers Federation Standard in con- 
junction with the word, “medium.” 
However, this does not apply that “dain- 
ty” means “small.” Funk and Wagnells 
Dictionary defines the word, “dainty” as 
“delicate and charming in appearance.” 
Delicate is defined as “nicely construc- 
ted.” 

The word “long” is repeatedly used in 
the Standard, such as “long head,” “long 
neck” and ‘long tail”. Long is defined 
as “having linear extension as opposed 
to short, distinguished from broad and 
wide.” 

Svelte: Slender, willowy, from the 
Latin root, “ex-villo;’ to pull out, con- 
firms the word, “‘long’’. 

While the word, “wedge” does not 
appear in the Standards, it is implied 
(Wedge—vV-Shaped) by the 
“narrowing in straight lines to a fine 
muzzle”. The C. F. F. Standard states 
“with no break at the whiskers”. It also 
refers that the “skull shall be flat’. 
Furthermore, “the nose shall be a con- 
tinuation of the forehead with no break 
or stop).” It elaborates that “in profile, 
a straight line is seen from the center of 
the forehead to the tip of the nose.” 

The Cat Fanciers’ Association leaves 
this particular point to the discretion of 
the presiding judge. 

Each Standard 


sentence, 


states that the ear 
should be “rather large”, “pricked”, 
wide at the base”. The C.F.F. and the 
American Cat Association Standards de- 
fine placement as “erect”. The C.F.F. 
Standard would, by the absence of the 
word “erect”, permit an oblique ear to 
continue the wedge. 

Objection to the large, rounded eyes 
goes back to the statement, “narrowing 
in straight lines etc.” A large eye re- 
quires a large socket. A large, round 
socket breaks the straight lines and causes 
the muzzle to appear pinched. 

“Not fat, inclined to muscle’. The 
Siamese is essentially an athlete, given 
to jumping to and from great heights. 
In no sense of the word is our Siamese a 
soft, cuddly, PUSSY cat. 

Body color is given great consideration 
by some judges. Although it counts But 
15 points, I have seen light cats failing 
in head-type, win over a good head with 
normal body color. 

The C.F.A. Standard states “fawn or 
cream”. It does NOT state “cream pre- 
ferred”. 

The C.F.F. and the A.C.A. Standards 
state a “warm fawn, not grey.” 

Color is determined by many external 
and internal factors, and therefore should 


never determine the winning cat. Cli- 
mate, age, environment and_ general 
health has much to do with color—so 
much that a Siamese in the North or 
East is apt to be darker than one in the 
South or Southwest. 

The ideal female Siamese Cat should 
win under the rules of all Associations. 
Her head will be long, tapering in 
straight lines to a fine muzzle. Her ears 
will be well pricked, typical of her alert- 
ness. Her eyes will give her face a dis- 
tinctive, oriental vein. Her body will be 
firm, long and muscular. Her legs will 
be of a length and slimness to conform 
with her body length. Her tail will be 
long (at least 11 inches), and slender 
from its root. 

Her mate will be a male in every sense 
of the word, slightly larger in body size 
and head, and possessing a full chest 
a warrior, defying the World to assault 
his masculinity.
